JJY WOLCOTT, TELLER AND LODGE 


Tlie Kocent Bond Inane Declared the 


Blackest Act in tlie History 


of American Finance. 


WABnmaTON, 1'obraary 16.—A storm 


of financial debates swept over the sen- 
ate, exceeding in intensity any diacua- 
sion in the upper branch of congress for 
many daja. It was brought on by Mr. 
Hill's advocacy of his resolution defin- 
ing tho policy o( the government for bi- 
mataliain, and for paying itl obligations 
iu the beat money in use. 


He wan followed by Mr. Wolcott of 


Colorado, Lodge ot Massachusetts, and 
later by Mr. Teller of Colorado, in the 
moat scathing denunciation and arraign- 
ment of the administration for its recent 
bond contract with tho Rothschilds and 
other foreign bankers. 


Mr. Wolcott made a direct and per- 


sonal criticism of the President. _ Mr. 
Lodge waa more temperate but quite us 
severe in hia personal arraignment of 
the President, declaring that the recent 
bond contract WHS the blackest act in 
the history of American finance. 


Mr. Teller uddcd to the flood of criti- 


-cigrn on tho recent acts of. tho adminis- 
tration. Mr. llil! replied with spirit. 
Tie declared that a futile attempt waa 
being msido to arraign the President's 
admin iteration for its acta, while aa a 
matter of fact tlio former Republican 
Administration had sold bonds to these 
fiftmo foreign bankers. Mr. Hill de- 
clared that the President and secretary 
of tho treasury had aocured tho beat 
terms possible. Tho senator closed his 
speech by reading th« Associated Preair 
cable from Berlin announcing the pur- 
i»o6u of Germany to convono another 
internixtioa monetary conference. No 
action was taken on tho Hill resolution, 
Mid B renewal of tho linancial discussion 
ia expected on Monday, Mr. Vilaa hav- 
ing already given notice of a speech. 
Tho rest of tho day was given to the 
agricultural appropriation bill,

Rules and Regulations Adopted by 


the Trustees. 


There waa a meeting yesterday of the 


hoard of trustees of the Freano county 
law library, and rules and regulations 
were adopted for the management of 
the library. 


Any citizen of Fresno county may uae 


the library under the prescribed rules 
and ri'gnUtiona, upon tlio payment of 
11 foe of $5, aud $12 a j-e:ir thereafter, 
payable quarterly in advance. Oilicurs 
have the use of tho books free. 


Strangers visiting the city may he 


given a complimentary ticket by any 
one of the trustees. This ticket en'itlts 
them to the free use of the library for n 
period not exceeding two weeks. 


No one ahull keep a book louder than 


one day, except upon a certificate from 
a judge of the superior court onuim;that 
the book was necessarily det.iiiit'd. For 
a violation ol this clause there, id a tine 
of $1 for each offense, and thu party GO 
offending ahull be expelled from the 
library until all fines are paid. 


Books muat not ho marked nor have 


their leaves turned down. Those who 
violate this rule shall he required to pay 
for tho book or replace it with a new 
on«. 


The library shall be open from 8 a. m. 


to 7 ['• m- daily, except Sunday; and on 
Wednesday it shall be open froml? to 10 
p. m.
